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3. (C) FOLLOWING HIS ELECTION , THE FORMER LIEUTENANT COLONEL AND 
LEADER OF THE FAILED FEBRUARY 1992 COUP ATTEMPT, IMMEDIATELY SOUGHT 
TO ADDRESS CONCERNS ABOUT HIS COMMITMENT TO DEMOCRACY AND HIS 
ACCEPTABILITY IN THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY. DURING HIS 
ACCEPTANCE SPEECH, HE REACHED OUT TO ADVERSARIES, PROMISED NATIONAL 
RECONCILIATION IN THE AFTERMATH OF A HARD-HITTING AND OFTENTIMES 
DIRTY CAMPAIGN, AND PROCLAIMED HIS COMMITMENT TO PEACEFUL, 
DEMOCRATIC POLITICAL CHANGE.

CANADA TO UNDERSCORE ACCEPTANCE BY MAJOR TRADE PARTNERS IN THE

WHAT CHAVEZ WANTS FROM THIS TRIP 
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4. (C) THE TRIP TO THE U.S., AND THE MEETING WITH PRESIDENT 
CLINTON, IS THE CAPSTONE OF HIS TRAVELS. COMING JUST DAYS BEFORE 
HIS FEBRUARY 2 INAUGURATION, IT IS ALSO THE LAUNCHING PAD FOR HIS 
PRESIDENCY. CHAVEZ WANTS TO ACCOMPLISH THE FOLLOWING DURING HIS 
STAY: 

-- OPEN DIALOGUE WITH THE LEADER OF VENEZUELA'S MOST IMPORTANT

ATTEMPT MADE HIM INELIGIBLE FOR A VISA UNDER U.S. LAW. HE WAS 
DENIED A VISA IN 1997, PRIOR TO THE PRESIDENTIAL CAMPAIGN. THIS 
VISA INELIGIBILITY WAS USED BY HIS OPPONENTS DURING THE CAMPAIGN AS 
EVIDENCE THAT CHAVEZ WAS UNACCEPTABLE TO THE U.S. WE REFUSED TO BE

5. (C) CHAVEZ IS ATTEMPTING TO CARRY OUT DEEP AND SIGNIFICANT 
POLITICAL CHANGE WITHIN A DEMOCRATIC AND CONSTITUTIONAL FRAMEWORK.

1997 VISIT TO CARACAS. VENEZUELA IS THE NUMBER ONE SUPPLIER OF 
PETROLEUM AND REFINED PRODUCTS TO THE U.S. AND THE TOP GASOLINE 
DISTRIBUTOR. U.S. COMPANIES PLAY A KEY ROLE IN VENEZUELA'S OIL 
DEVELOPMENT PLAN, AND WE HAVE A WIDE RANGE OF TRADE, INVESTMENT , 
AND ENVIRONMENTAL INTERESTS IN THE ENERGY AREA. CHAVEZ WANTS TO
